15—(/P)— 
Stirred by survivor’s accounts of 
horror at sea and by charges 
ranging from 
blundering sea­ 
m anship to plain murder, fed­ 
eral -authorities today undertook 
an investigation of the wreck of 
the steam ship Vestris. 
Federal attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle issued summonses to all 
available officers and members 
of the crew ordering them to 
appear a t the federal 
building 
today ^T he surviving passengers 
were asked to give their versions 
of the disaster. 
The charges piled up soon af­ 
ter the arrival here y esterday of 
the steam ships American Ship­ 
per and Berlin with a total of 
148 persons rescued from life- 
foats after the 
British 
liner, 
bound from New York to South 
America, foundered 240 miles off 
the Virginia Capes 
Monday . 
Early today the French tanker 
My riam docked in Brookly n .with 
57 survivors, some of whom sup­ 
ported the charges while others 
denied them or rem ained silent. 
The tragedy in figures today 
stood at 214 rescued, 114 
pre­ 
sumably 
dead. 
Twenty -two 
bodies had been recovered. The 
missing included 27 women and 
13 children. 
All 
the children 
who were aboard perished, ap­ 
parently . 
Ten women 
were 
saved. Besides those landed 
in 
New York nine survivors were 
aboard the battleship Wy oming, 
which-was ordered to put into 
Hampton Roads, Va. 
The cause of the sudden dis­ 
aster to the supposedly 
sea­ 
worthy vessel remained in doubt. 
Several 
theories were 
ad­ 
vanced by survivors. One was 
th a t the cargo hatches were not 
securely fastened, another th a t 
the bow was stove in by a moun- 
taineous wave, and another th a t 
a coal hole was left open due to 
rusted hinges. 
David Cook, vice president of 
Anderson & Sons, Inc., 
agents 
for the owners, th e Lam port and 
Holt line, 
issued 
a statem ent 
expressing the belief th a t the 
cargo of crated automobiles 
in 
the hold had shifted, breaking 
open a bulkhead and starting a 
leak which perm itted the seas 
to rush in. 
, 
He said this possible shifting 
of the cargo could have been 
caused by the heavy seas the 
ship encountered. He reported 
the surviving officers as say ing 
th a t never in their experience 
had they seen such 
gigantic 
seas. 
The captain of the Vestris, 
William J. 
Carey , 
who m ight 
have explained it all, is dead. 
Several survivors told of seeing 
him a t the rail of the ship 
as 
she took her fatal plunge and 
then without a lifebelt he either 
jumped or was swept 
into the 
water. “Goodby e all,” were his 
parting words as he went over­ 
board. 
A charge th a t the ship was 
listing when she left port was 
m ade by Carlos Quiros, Chancel­ 
lor of the Argentine consulate, 
one of the rescued 
passengers, 
who said the list became more 
and more pronounced as she 
continued her voy age south. 
This, however, was denied by 
Mr. Cook, who pointed out th at 
the ship 
had been inspected 
three day s before she sailed by 
federal 
inspectors 
and 
pro­ 
nounced “absolutely seaworthy .” 
Most of the passengers were 
bitter in their denunciations of 
the captain’s actions and those 
of the crew. 
They charged the 
captain was overconfident, cit­ 
ing his failure to send out 
an 
SOS 
until 
Monday morning, 
hours after the dangerous con­ 
dition had become apparent to 
those experienced in sea travel. 
There were charges th a t the 
crew stampeded for \ th e 
life­ 
boats, th a t the lifeboats th em ­ 
selves were unseaworthy and 
poorly handled; 
th a t 
partly 
filled boats were rowed 
cold 
bloodedly past persons fighting 
for their lives in the water.

torney s for the fifteen persons on 
trial in federal court here as al­ 
leged conspirators in an 
inter­ 
state ’automobile th eft ring be­ 
gan their attack upon the case 
th a t the government has spent 
two day s in building up. 
The defense refutation opened 
with testim ony designed to show 
th a t certain deals for autom o­ 
biles 
which 
the 
governm ent 
charged involved stolen cars were 
in reality made innocently 
by 
the defendants. 
In addition to the fifteen per­ 
sons on trial there are six other 
defendants, five of whom 
are 
listed as fugitives. The 
sixth, 
Louis Wy ndt, an 
engraver of 
Chicago, appeared in court this 
morning and pleaded guilty . He 
is alleged to have been the m an­ 
ufacturer of false identification 
plates placed upon a num ber of 
stolen cars. He is the first nam ed 
in the general conspiracy indict­ 
m ent to plead guilty . He will be 
sentenced a t the conclusion 
of 
the trial. 
The goverment concluded 
its 
case shortly after court opened 
this morning. A^short tim e was 
taken up in presenting addition­ 
al evidence regarding 
various 
stolen cars. One of the govern­ 
m ent witnesses was John 
R. 
Hunter, a representative of the 
Terre Haute Trust Co., who told 
of the recovery a t Terre Haute 
of an automobile stolen in Cleve­ 
land from Edward P. Hale. This 
car, the governm ent alleges, was 
left in a garage at Terre Haute 
by Roy W. Huffington, 
one 
of 
jth e fugitive defendants. 
Prior to the opening of the de­ 
fense case Judge Robert C. B alt­ 
zell overruled a num ber of mo­ 
tions presented 
in 
behalf 
of 
each of the defendants. Some of 
these motons asked directed ver­ 
dicts of acquittal. Others con­ 
cerned the striking out of cer­ 
tain parts of the goverment evi­ 
dence.

Stirred by survivor's accounts of 
horror at sea and by charges 
ranging from blundering sea- 
manship to plain murder, fed- 
eral Authorities today undertook 
an investigation of the wreck of 
the steamship Vestris. 


Federal attorney Charles H. 


Tuttle issued summonses to all 
available officers and members 
of the crew ordering them to 
appear at the federal building 
today^The surviving passengers 
were asked to give their versions 
of the disaster. 


The charges piled up soon af- 


ter the arrival here yesterday of 
the steamships American Ship- 
per and Berlin with a total of 
148 persons rescued from life- 
foats after the ' British liner, 
bound from New York to South 
America, foundered 240 miles off 
the Virginia Capes 
Monday. 


Early today the French tanker 
Myriam docked in Brooklyn .with 
57 survivors, some of whom sup- 
ported the charges while others 
denied them or remained silent. 


The tragedy in figures today 


stood at 214 rescued, 114 pre- 
sumably 
dead. 
Twenty-two 


bodies had been recovered. The 
missing included 27 women and 
13 children. All the children 
who were aboard perished, ap- 
parently. 
Ten women 
were 


saved. Besides those landed in 
New York nine survivors were 
aboard the battleship Wyoming, 
whieh-'was ordered to put into 
Hampton Roads, Va. 
»'-The -cause of the sudden dis- 
aster to the supposedly sea- 
worthy vessel remained in doubt. 


Several 
theories were 
ad- 


vanced by survivors. One was 
that the cargo hatches were not 
securely fastened, another that 
the bow was stove in by a moun- 
taineous wave, and another that 
a coal hole was left open due to 
rusted- hinges.
